Barrels full; 
DEP taking samples

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Health met to discuss updates on 
the progress of the McDonald 
Road hazardous waste site and 
Kelly Hill wells, among other 
issues. 

“The Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) has dis- 
covered over fifty barrels [at the 
McDonald Road site], many with 
their conténts still intact,” 
Gregory Erickson, Director of 
Public Health, Wilmington, said. 
“Animal hides have also been dis- 
covered there.” He said that the 
DEP has installed seven wells in 
the area to monitor groundwater 
contamination. In addition, he 
said that they have taken soil 
samples to check for contamina- 


tion. “They have taken the parts 
now and need to put the informa- 
tion together,” Erickson said. 

“Two areas have been identified 
and fenced by the DEP. One is 
the area containing the barrels. 
The other is a hot spot,” Erickson 
said. The “hot spot” is an area 
where the soil may be contami- 
nated with hazardous liquids. He 
said that the DEP is checking the 
area for more debris‘and contam- 
ination. 

Melinda Warren, resident on 
McDonald Road was concerned 
that she wasn’t informed of the 
activity on her property prior to 
hearing it from the news media. 
“I feel I should have a right to 
know,” she said. Erickson 
agreed. He said that the DEP is

wage bill 


BOSTON - The Massachusetts 
House of Representatives has 
passed a bill that will raise the 
minimum wage in Massachusetts 
to $6.75 an hour over the next two 
years. In addition, the House passed 
an increase in the Earned Income 
Tax Credit from 10 percent to 25 
percent of the federal earned in- 
come credit. 

“These two measures are well 
deserved by low and moderate in- 
come ‘vorkers and their families 
who, despite these years of eco- 
nomic prosperity, are losing ground 
in terms of standard of living,” said 
State Representative Charles 
Murphy (D-Burlington). “The com- 
monwealth has an obligation to 
assist families who are working 
hard to move off the welfare rolls 
and out of poverty. The earned 
income tax credit does jut that, as 
the tax break is tied to the number 
of children in a family and the 
earnings of the taxpayer.” 


it will become law. The legislation 
will raise the minimum wage $1.50 
from the current $5.25 in two 75 cent 
increments over the next two years. 

There was also tense debate over 
a proposed amendment to the bill 
that would have indexed the mini- 
mum wage to the Consumer Price 
Index in the future. That amend- 
ment failed in the House because of 
conceYns that future economic un- 
certainty could have a dramatic 
effect on the wage level. The pro- 
posal will be studied by the Com- 
merce and Labor Committee for 
future consideration. 

The recently approved bill would 
increase the state’s earned income 
tax credit from 10 percent of the 
federal credit to 25 percent of the 
federal credit beginning January 1, 
2000. However, the 15 percent incre- 
ment to the state earned income 
credit would not be refundable. 

“lam pleased that, after arather 
difficult process, these bills finally 


appear likely to become law, said 
Representative Murphy. “They will 
provide the lowest wage earners a 
raise in addition to a tax cut.” 


Considering that Governor 
Cellucci and Senate President Tho- 
mas Birmingham also support the 
increase, it appears quite likely that

WILMINGTON - [have received 
several calls about reverse mort- 
gage loans and how they work. The 
Senior Citizens’ Law Project was 
able to provide the Center the fol- 
lowing information. 

One financial tool that cash 
strapped elders increasingly are 
using is the reverse mortgage. Like 
other kinds of mortgages, reverse 
mortgages allow homeowners to 
draw upon the value of their homes 
without selling them. Unlike other 
kinds of mortgages, however, re- 
verse mortgages do not require a 
monthly payment from the 
homeowner to the bank. Rather, it 
is the borrower who receives the 
monthly payment. Too good to be 
true? 

There is, of course, a catch. Prin- 
cipal, interest and other fees come 
due and payable at the end of the 
term of the mortgage. Sometimes 
the term of the loan can be as long 
as the borrower’s life. At the end of 
whatever lengthterm applies, how- 
ever, the homeowner's heirs will 
ultimately have to repay the loan or 
forfeit the property. Thus, a re- 
verse mortgage loan is not an obli- 
gation to be taken lightly. Borrow- 
ing against home equity is some-

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thing like spending down a savings 
account. Sometimes spending sav- 
ings makes sense and is even neces- 
sary. But when it is gone, it’s gone. 

Areverse is not a cure all for an 
elder’s financial woes. For one 
thing, the value of any mortgage is 
limited to the value of the property 
that secures it. Thus, the 
homeowner begins with a limited 
amount of equity to convert into 
cash.

Elders must 
consider the impact of equity de- 
pendent financing of long term fi- 
nancial health. 

Ahomeowner’s peace of mind in 
knowing that the term of a reverse 
mortgage prevents foreclosure on 
his or her home comes at cost: an 
accelerated loss of the equity value 
of the home. The homeowner will 
benefit from some of that value 
through the monthly payment he/ 
she receives. However, significant 
accounts of that value will be ex- 
pended on financial costs. If addi- 
tional expenses arise later -such as 
increase taxes, water bills, home 
care, other living expenses, or pay- 
ments to be made to gain admission 
to a nursing home of one’s choice - 
anelder may find the equity of his/ 
her home drastically depleted. De- 
spite the increasing popularity of 
reverse mortgages and their ag- 
gressive, sometimes even scrupu- 
lous, marketing by mortgage com- 
panies, experts caution that reverse 
mortgages are not a good way to 
finance “lifestyle enhancement.” 
They may, however, be useful for 
individuals of advanced age who 
want to remain in their own homes 
awhile longer, but do not otherwise 
have the resources to meet their 
expenses. They may also be useful 
for elders of less advanced age 
facing overwhelming cost for ongo- 


ing care. However, particularly for 
these younger elders (60to 70 years 
of age), it is essential to keep the 
long term perspective in mind, to 
preserve equity in their 
home that when the terms of the 
loan ends, they still have some 
choice about where to go next. 

A reverse mortgage is a com- 
plex and potentially confusing trans- 
action. Homeowners Option for 
Massachusetts Elders offers coun-

Members of SRWA decided that 
their involvement was important in 
the outcome of the project. SRWA 
sees an opportunity to coordinate 
plans for steps to compensate for 
wetland impacts of the road expan- 
sion. According to Judy Barber of 
the DEP, “towns have to look at the 
big picture and realize that every 
individual action affects the entire 
watershed.”

Ballardvale Street, as well as on 
all I-93 ramps 

According to Collier; these con- 
ditions prompt frustrated drivers 
to exit I-93 onto Dascomb Road, 
in order to reach Rte. 125. This 
creates large traffic volumes in 
Andover’s “residential village 
districts,” Collier said 

Each option would require the 
relocation of a portion of Rte. 125 
that lies East of the interchange, 
and the construction of numer- 
ous connecting roads, on what 
are now wetlands to the East of 
the interchange. 

The land is now owned by 
Robert Corey, and will be taken 
by eminent domain. However, no 
appraisals or right-of-way plans 
have been filed for the land by 
MHD. Wetlands delineation of 
the land has already been 
approved by the Conservation 
Commission. 

The alternatives differ in the 
amount of land-takings and wet- 


lands impacted. 

Alternative 1, a $9.8 million pro- 
posal, would require 19 acres of 
land takings, would impact .84 
acres of wetlands and .87 acres of 
riverfront area. 

Alternative 2, a $14.1 million 
proposal, would require 12.6 
acres of land takings, would 
impact 1.80 acres of wetlands and 
93 acres of riverfront area. 

Alternative 2A, a $15.3 million 
proposal, would require 11.6 
acres of land takings, would 
impact 1.95 acres of wetlands and 
1.05 acres of riverfront area 

Residents are concerned that

In particular, residents said al- 
ternative 2A has the greatest po- 
tential to add to area flooding. 

According to Adele Passmore of 
Andover Street, alternative 2A 
would open the way for large 
scale development on the Corey 
Land, which is zoned industrial, 
due to an access point located on 
a proposed Ballardvale Street 
connector. 

A large scale development in 
the area would mean even more 
paved area, and increase runoff, 
further exacerbating flooding 
problems for nearby residents, 
Passmore said.

a chromatograph,” he said. He 
said that because they only have 
air quality standards for chemi- 
cals for 24 hours and a year, they 
requested’ interpretation of the 
data by the DEP. “We need to get 
the corrected data back first,” 
Erickson said. “When we get the 
extrapolated data back [from the 
DEP], we'll inform you. We 
asked for a more refined reading, 
a broader [spectrum],” said Dr. 
James Ficociello, Chairman of 
the Board of Health. Erickson 
said that the chromatograph will 
explore a broader range of chem- 
ical findings. 

Erickson said that some of the 
tests of private wells on Kelly Hill 
showed some concentrations of 
the chemical MtBE (Methyl ter- 
tiary-Butyl Ether), a gasoline 
additive. “[My] concern is that it 
is showing up at all,”- Ficociello 
said. According to information 
supplied in a newsletter by the 
DEP, MtBE was first added to 
gasoline in the late 1970’s to 
improve engine performance and 
replace lead. It is highly water- 
soluble and as a result of using 


po 
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the chemical in gasoline, the con- 
centrations of MtBE in air and 
groundwater have increased over 
the past few years. According to 
the letter, there are limited stud- 
ies addressing the effects of 
MtBE on humans. 

“It’s important that if you have a 
potable well to have it tested. It 
should be tested on a regular ba- 
sis,” Ficociello said. He said that 
the environment needs to be pro- 
tected and that we should all be 
careful about the things we dis- 
card. “Please don’t put anything 
in drains, the septic system, or on 
the ground that doesn’t belong 
there. The Earth can’t handle it.” 
He indicated that everything we 
do has an effect on the environ- 
ment, including affecting the 
water we drink. 

The results of DEP’s study will 
be open to the public as soon as 
the Board receives the informa- 
tion. “By law, we have to make 
available anything that is a public 
document,” Erickson _ said. 
“They’re still working on the 
analysis of all their data,” he 
added.

When the Bay State Games take 
place, it is nice when one local 
athlete comes up big for his team. 
How about three locals? 

Tewksbury Memorial High 
School head coach Ron Drouin, 
centerfielder Kevin Doherty and 
catcher/first baseman Tom Sullivan 
all played major roles in the 
Northeast’s capturing of the Gold 
Medal this past week at Harvard 
University. 

The toughest job fell on Drouin, 
who had the task of molding to- 
gether a roster filled with 22 of 
Massachusetts’ best players and 
biggest egos.

And 
it worked for the second year in a 
row, as he took home Gold Medals 
each time. 

Two of Drouin’s most reliable 
players however, were Doherty and

“In the past I wondered 
(whether) my Tewksbury guys be- 
long in the lineup,” said Drouin. 
“With those two guys, there was no 
question they belonged.” 

In Northeast’s most critical 
games, Sullivan and Doherty were 
there to rise to the occasion and 
make some memorable.moments. 

Doherty left his mark first, hit- 
ting a home run in the seventh 
inning against Coastal, that tied the 
gameat four. Northeast would even- 
tually win the game 5-4 and be 
propelled into the Gold Medal Round 
against the team they just defeated 
- Coastal. 

“That was a pretty good experi- 
ence,” said Doherty, who went 6-12 
with four RBIs during the Games. 
“The (ball) was in my wheelhouse. 
That was pretty fun.” 

While Doherty was tying games, 
Sullivan was winning them. In a 
dramatic Gold Medal game, Drouin 
saw his club battle back from four 
run deficit to tie the game in the 
seventh inning and head to extra 
innings. 

This set up an opportunity for 
someone to be a hero. 

Sullivan proved he was worthy 
of the title as he ripped a single to 
center field in the eighth inning to 
knock in the winning run. 

With Sullivan’s single, he, 


the head baseball coach at TMHS, won his second 


straight Gold Medal championship as the Northeast coach of the Bay 


‘State Games. 


Drouin, and Doherty were able to 
enjoy the Gold Medals. 

“He struck out in his last at bat,” 
said Doherty of Sullivan. “So it was 
great to see him in that situation.” 

“It was pretty exciting,” said 
Sullivan of his hit. 

Winning the Gold Medal was a 
first for Drouin. And as happy as he 
was for himself, he was even 
prouder of his own players. 

“Those two guys went down there 
and did themselves proud,” said 
Drouin. 

As for himself, Drouin grew up 
loving baseball and played in col- 
lege at Salem State. Today, there is 
nothing he wants to do more than 
continue to coach. Most likely, he 


realized he does it well. 

“Weare trying toteach the (kids) 
to be good ball players and people,” 
said Drouin, sounding very proud. 
“And they get it. They believe what 
we are (preaching).” 

Drouin does that well. 

Last season, he led his team toa 
MVC Small School League champi- 
onship and the state tournament. 
He cannot wait until next season 
begins because he understands that 
with players like Doherty and 
Sullivan, he is in good position to be 
successful. 

We would obviously like to win 
the State Championship,” said 
Drouin. “To have Doherty and 
Sullivan is a great way to start.”

*Do you have difficulty remem- 
bering how to take your medica- 
tions properly? 

eAre you confused about what 
medications you are taking and 
what they are for? 

* Have you experienced prob- 
lems with mood swings or other 
feelings-that might be related to 
the use of medications or alco- 
hol? 

*Have you been uneasy about 
the amount of alcohol or med- 
ications that you now take?

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Continued growth of economy favored

‘The New England Economic 
Project and The Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board recently host- 
ed the 14th annual New England 
Real Estate Conference. The 
keynote speaker for this event 
was Dr. Robert W. Solow, the 
Nobel Prize winning economist 
from MIT. Indicating that our 
current economy defies most 
traditional economic thinking, 
he argued that the boom will 

| eventually end, but predicted a 
downturn would be neither emi- 
nent nor severe. 

The following are some of the 
key points he presented that 
support this argument: 

¢ Thirty years experience 

| taught us that if the unemploy- 
ment rate went below 6%, infla- 
tion would accelerate. For the 
last four years unemployment 

| has been below 6% (currently 
4,2% nationally and 2.9% local- 
ly), yet inflation remains below 
2%. 


* There doesn’t seem to be 
any sign of major imbalance in 
the economy, and there’s noth- 
ing that suggests a recession. 

* Any signs of negative eco- 
nomic news is offset by other 
trends. For example, while cor- 
porate profits have leveled and 
fallen-off recently, plant and 
equipment spending remains 
strong.

Q. How might a U.Fund 
account affect a student's 
chances for financial aid? 


A. There are no clear federal 
guidelines on whether a 529 
investment account will be 
treated as parental assets or the 
child’s assets. If treated as 
parental assets, that is the most 
favorable treatment for families. 
The next best treatment is as 
the child’s assets. Either way is 
better than a prepaid plan 
where the assets are treated as

* Likewise, the cost of wages, 
salaries and benefits has accel- 
erated, however, that cost has 
been offset by acceleration in 
labor productivity. 

¢ Labor productivity for the 
last 25 years has risen approxi- 
mately 1% per year. Suddenly, 
labor productivity rose by 2% in 
1996, 1.5% in 1997, and 2.8% in 
1998. More importantly, these 
productivity numbers come at a 
time in the business cycle when 
you would expect poor produc- 
tivity. 

Other factors contributing to 
the current economic boom are 
the substantial drop in computer 
prices, low oil prices, modera- 
tion in health care costs, and the 
appreciation of the dollar 
against foreign currencies. 

The government deserves 
credit for getting the chronic 
budget deficit down gradually. A 
surplus is certainly good for the 
long run, and it also helps to 
keep us recession-proof. 

¢ A shift from @ goods to a 
service economy has also helped 
because the service sector is 
less cyclical than that of goods. 

In summation, Dr. Solow con- 
cluded it’s a lot of little things 
that are helping to create our 
current prosperity. “None of 
them is what miracles are made 
of", but it does suggest that the 
good times can be prolonged for 
at least a few more years.

Exploring pirates 
in Reading 


“As summer approached, a 
third grade class at the Birch 
Meadow School immersed them- 
selves in an all-encompassing, 
interdisciplinary unit about 
Pirates,” notes the Reading edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 


“During the nine-week study, 
students read an abridged -ver- 
sion of Robert Louis Stevenson's 
classic ‘Treasure Island,’ and 
diligently practiced their writing 
skills using open response and 
short answer questions. 


“The students had ample 
opportunity to try out their 
newly acquired vocabulary 
through conversation, book 
talks, and expanded writing pas- 
sages. They composed entries 
for a ship logbook, devised a 
Sailors’ ‘Code of Conduct, and 
recorded the descriptions of the 
ship’s booty. 


“Incorporated in this unit was 
the development of geography, 
map and globe skills. Coinciding 
with the reading of ‘Treasure 
Island, the students engaged in 
learning the prowling routes of 
many seafaring scoundrels, 
using map grids and coordi- 
nates. They became significant- 
ly more adept and familiar with 
compasses. Each child was able 
to make their own compass 
using magnetized nails, corks, 
and bowls of water in which the 
gizmos could free-float. 


“Students were given the 
chance to sail the high seas via 
an interactive CD-ROM, and 
were able to understand the var- 
ious instruments and methods of 
navigation. The youngsters rec- 
ognized and identified several 
routes which pirates took to the 
Spanish Main, the Carolinas, 
Newfoundland, and destinations 
in the Indian Ocean. 

“Visits to several Internet 
sites fascinated students as they 
fqllowed the récef reéovery of 
Sam Bellamy’s sunken ship, the 
Whydah, off the coast of Cape

Thinking METCO 
in Wakefield 


“The Lynnfield Superinten- 
dent has taken a lot of heat for 
wanting to review the METCO 
program,” noted Wakefield’s 
Superintendent of Schools this 
spring in the Wakefield edition 
of the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Quite frankly, the METCO 
program needs to be reviewed 
periodically just like any other 
program, no more no less. In 
this age of accountability, finan- 
cial and otherwise, every pro- 
gram needs to be reviewed no 
matter how sensitive that review 
may seem to be. Additionally, 
the review should be to identify 
any strengths and-or weakness- 
es which, when addressed prop- 
erly, would strengthen the over- 
all program, and only eliminate 
the programs in extreme cases. 

“First, what is METCO? 
METCO is a private non-profit 
organization founded in 1966, 
which places approximately 
3,200 minority. (African- 
American, Asian and Hispanic) 
students from Boston, out to 36 
suburban communities including 
Wakefield. Wakefield’s quota has 
been 35 students for years, while 
other examples include Reading 
who takes 96 students and 
Newton who takes 4i5. 


“Let’s face it, the big issue 
behind the issue is funding. 
METCO was pretty much fully 
funded by the state back in the 
sixties, but has been cut or level- 
funded by the state since that 
time. In 1991, the program was 
in fact cut by the state over $2 
million, down to the current 
level of funding at $10 million. 
Since then, the program has 
been level-funded, while costs 


have gone 


dramatically. 
teaay; the program is’ fund-) 


ed by the state at about $2,500 
per student in Wakefield, while 


our per pupil cost is close to 
$6,000. I estimate that Wakefield 
subsidizes the program by 
approximately $100,000 today. 
Some of the rub is the state fully 
funds charter schools and 
school choice programs, as they 
are the ‘in’ thing politically, 
while letting METCO die by 
neglect. Worse, when a superin- 
tendent has the courage, as the 
Lynnfield Superintendent did to 
question the issue, he is labeled 
anti-everything and criticized. 
“There are issues other than 
finances as well. The state has 
established four criteria by 
which they will judge perform- 
ing schools under Educational 
Reform. The MCAS results, 
Grade 3 reading scores, the 
dropout rate, and school atten- 
dance rates will be used to com- 
pare school district to school 
district. I think it quite fair for

MOVIE: “LAKE PLACID” 
GRADE: * 

Review: We saw this movie 
about 20 years ago, only it was 
called ‘Jaws’ and involved a 
killer shark attacking people, 
rather than a crocodile. 

If you purchase a ticket to 
this movie, you must suspend 
belief almost immediately, 
because A: in this movie world 
Lake Placid isn’t in New York, 
it’s in Maine, and B: the killer 
crocodile, which is over 30 feet 
long, somehow migrated to 
Maine from Asia without any- 
one seeing it. 

The producers don’t even try 
to hide the fact that their film is 
similar to ‘Jaws’, stealing two 
scenes almost shot for shot from 
it.

William Jenkins mined blue 
soapstone from a quarry within 
what is know known as the 
Forest. The stone taken from the 
quarry was used for headstones 
and in some building construc- 
tion.

Jenkins is now well known for 
a more clandestine operation.

MAR seeks tax 
credit for homes 
with lead paint 


The Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Realtors (MAR) is urg- 
ing the state Legislature to 
increase the tax credit afforded 
to property owners who delead 
their homes and/or apartments 
as a necessary step to promote 
continued compliance with the 
state and federal lead paint 
laws. In testimony recently pre- 
sented to the Joint Committee 
on Taxation on H.1865, the MAR 
said an increase in credit from 
the current $1,500 per unit to 
$2,500 per unit was appropriate 
to keep pace with the escalating 
costs of lead paint abatement, 
which have risen steadily since 
the tax credit was last raised in 
1994. 

“This bill is essential to pro- 
moting a lead-safe environment 
for our children,’ said MAR 
President James C, 

“Unless we keep costs to delead 
financially-feasible for home- 
owners and landlords, we'll be 
perpetuating an environment in 
which the state's older housing 
stock poses a potential health 
risk to our young kids.”
